REMARKS 

Claims 1- 23 are pending in the application. Claims 2, 10 and 18 are herewith amended 
for consistence with the election requirement. The Examiner has identified Species A and Species 
B. As stated in the Office Action of February 1, 2005, FIGs 1-3 A and 3B are designated as 
Species A, and FIGs. 4A-4B are designated as Species B. Further, the Office Action states that 
there appears to be no generic claim. 

Since an election is required under 35 U.S.C. 121, Applicant hereby elects Species A. 
Additionally, Applicants submit that as to the two Species as outlined by the Office Action, and 
Applicants understanding of the classification by the Office Action to separate conical designs 
from other designs, the claims common to Species A and B are claims 2, 10 and 18. Dependent 
claims 2, 10 and 18 refer to a conical shaft and conical sleeve (among other designs that include 
Species A). Applicants hereby amends dependent claims 2, 10 and 18, without prejudice, to 
amend consistent with the election of Species A that part of the claim that references and includes 
a conical shaft and a conical sleeve. Applicants request that, upon the allowance of a generic 
claim, the conical shaft and conical sleeve limitations of claims 2, 10 and 18 be included and 
written in dependent form or otherwise include all the limitation of an allowed generic claim as 
provided by37CFR 1.142.
